DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-95 drawn to a trade secret accounting system, classified in class 
705, subclass 35. 

II. Claims 96- 1 1 8, drawn to a method and apparatus for protecting a trade 
secret, classified in class 705, subclass 1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: Claims 1-95 are drawn to a trade secret accounting 
system and Claims 96-1 18 are drawn to a method and apparatus for protecting a trade 
secret. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic claim/s.
